Brueckner stated that lack ox* coordination, and withholding of 
information could probably be considered the main factors responsible 
for general dissatisfaction with the case. Brueckner said that the 
Germans were not info mi ed of the case until it was well underway and then 
when the Germans were brought into the case, he (Brueckner) was never 
given the complete fetory as to what had happened. Ke vas shifted from office 
to office and never had. a chance to talk to the case officers who were 
actually in on the case. He recomnended that in the future in any 
important case he ( ior his men) bo allowed to talk directly to the person 
or persons who knew most about the case. He believes that he will only 
get a partial story from liaison officers. 

Brueckner also said that failure to bring the case to a satisfactory 
conclusion right also partially bo attributed to the haste with which 
certain arrests were made. (E.G. Levitsky was airested before he had a chance 
to pass incriminating papers to Lanmert, Levitsky could prove his ritfrt to 
the papers whereas Lamnert could not.) 

Brueckner said it was also unfortunate ^ was in Switzer- 

land when the case broke as Brueckner felt "13 ould have coordinated 
the case much better than it had been coordinated. 

— ZJ .oned that the Germans didn't seem to take some of the 
statements which the Americans provided re. Levi sky and his meetings 
t op seriously* . Brueckper said that he felt the Americans had a source 
highly placed . which they were , unwilling to expose — but lacking any 
evaluation of ' .the s our ce of .US informat ion , the Germans were reluctant to 
take at face value statements >h ich may have come to the Americans from 
refugees or other persons *hose reliability night be questioned. 

(Note: At night over drinks, Brueckner said that, had the Americans 00 me 
to him during the course of the case and explained exactly how they received 
their information, he would have protected the source and would have issued 
orders to his men to keep after Levitsky until he broke. )
